ABSTRACT OF THF DISCLOSURE 


A rotary bearing has a first lubricant passage having one end 
which opens in an inner peripheral surface of a radially outer bearing part 
and another end which is connectable with a lubricant supply, at least one 
second lubricant passage which leads from an outer peripheral surface of a 
radially inner bearing part to an inner peripheral surface of the radially inner 
bearing part, and a ring chamber between the outer bearing part and the 
inner bearing part, in which the first lubricant passage and the second 
lubricant passage open the ring chamber, and a lubricant distributing 
element formed as a separate part arranged on the ring chamber, and is in 
a lubricant supplying connection with at least one lubricant passage, and 
outflow paths including a first outflow path for supplying lubricant to the 
engaging surfaces of the bearing parts, and a second outflow path for 
supplying lubricant through the second lubricant passage to a further 
lubricating point. 
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
